Eight women allege TV host Rose 
made unwanted sexual advances

Eight women have told 
the Washington Post that 
longtime television host 
Charlie Rose made un- 
wanted sexual advances 
toward them, including 
lewd phone calls, walk- 
ing around naked in their 
presence, or groping their 
breasts, buttocks or genital 
areas. 

The women were em- 
ployees or aspired to work 
for Rose at the “Charlie 
Rose” show from the late 
1990s to as recently as 2011. 


They ranged in age from 21 
to 37 at the time of the al- 
leged encounters. Rose, 75, 
whose show airs on PBS, 
also co-hosts “CBS This 
Morning” and is a contrib- 
uting correspondent for 
“60 Minutes.” 

On Monday afternoon 
PBS, which has aired 
Rose’s eponymous show 
since 1991, said it was 
shocked by the allegations. 

“We are immediately 
suspending distribution of 
‘Charlie Rose,’ “said a PBS 
spokesperson in a written 
statement. “PBS does not 
fund this nightly program

Pipeline 
future 
unclear 
despite 
victory 
Nebraska officials 


approve route, but 
obstacles remain

WASHINGTON — The 
controversial Keystone 
XL pipeline cleared its last 
major regulatory hurdle 
Monday when Nebraska 
utility regulators approved 
a route through their state, 
handing a victory to Presi- 
dent Donald Trump’s ef- 
forts to boost the oil indus- 
try and undo the climate 
change policies of his pre- 
decessor, Barack Obama. 

The decision also dealt 
a blow to environmental 
activists, who had made 
Keystone XL a touchstone 
issue in their campaign 
to stop the development 
of projects that would in- 
crease the consumption of 
fossil fuels, a major cause 
of global warming. The 
pipeline would ship heavy 
crude from oil sands in 
Western Canada to refin- 
eries along the Texas Gulf 
Coast. 

“This is clearly a by- 
product of (Trump’s) elec- 
tion and there’s no way to 
spin that positively,” said 
Ben Schreiber, senior polit- 
ical strategist at Friends of 
the Earth, an environmen- 
tal group that fought to 
block the project.

U.S. to send 
60,000

Trump administration is 
ending a humanitarian 
program that has allowed 
some 60,000 Haitians to 
live and work in the United 
States since an earthquake 
ravaged their country in 
2010, Homeland Security 
officials said on Monday. 

Haitians with what is 
known as Temporary Pro- 
tected Status will be ex- 
pected to leave the United 
States by July 2019 or face 
deportation. 

The decision set off im- 
mediate dismay among 
Haitian communities in 
South Florida, New York 
and beyond, and was a sig- 
nal to other foreigners with 
temporary protections 
that they, too, could soon 
be asked to leave.
